'e Police Force, to which we are mainly 
indebted: for -the-:com) tive inununity: 
from serious crime which we enjoy.

GARFIELD ON THE ASSASSINATION 
| OF, PRESIDENT. LINCOLN. 

‘The official report in the Clriqvessional 
Reeord of Saturday, April 14, 1865, recites 
that Mr Garfield, in the,.House of Repre- 
sentatives, uftor prayer’ by Chaplain Boyn- 
ton, moved to dispense with the reading of 
the’ Journal, and said: “Mr Speaker, I 
desire to move that this House do now 
adjourn, And before the vote upon that 
motion is taken, I desire to say & few words, 
This dey, Mr Speaker, will be sadly memor- 
able so: long us this nation shall endure, 
which God grant may: bo ‘till the last 
syllable of recorded time,’ when the volume 
of hwnan history shall bo sealed up and 

sdelivered to the oninipotent Judge. In all 
future time, on the recurrence of this day, 
1 doubt. not that the citizens of this Re- 
public will meet in solemn assembly to 
reflect on the life and character‘uf Abraham 
‘Lincoln and the awful tragic event of April 
"14, 1865---an event unparalleled in the his- 
tory of nations, certainly unparalleled in 
our own. It ia eminently proper that this 
Houso should this day place upon its re- 
cords a meinorial of that event.’ After & 
brief oulogy upan the late Presideiit and a 
pathetic allusion to the circumstances of his 
» death, Mr Gartield concluded: ‘It was no. 
‘one man. who killed Abraham Lincoln ; it 
was the embodied spirit, uf treason and 
slavery, inspired with feariul and despairing 
hate, that struck him down, in the. moment 
of the. nation’s supremest joy. Ah, sir, 
there are times:in the history of men and 
nations when thoy stand so-near the, veil 
that separates mortals from the immortals, 
time from eternity and inen from their God, 
that they can almost hear’ the beatings and 
feel the pulsations of the heart of the In- 
finite. Through such. a time has this nation 

" passed, When 250,000 brave spirits passed

To know that-80 many of your country- 
men have united to continually protest 
against the evils of the opium traffic, and 
thas second the efforts China has long ‘been 
iuaking to free herself from this curse, is a 
source of freat antisfaction to my Govern- 
nent, to whom T-have communicated a copy 
of your letter. Tho sense of injury which 
Chiaia has 6o long borne with reference to 
opium finds some relief in the sympathy 
which a society like yours oxiating in 
England bespenks. 

Opiun-is a subject in the discussion of 
which England and China can never meet 
on common ground, ° China views the whole 
question from & moral standpoint ; England 
from a fiscal.” England would sustain a 
gource of revenue in India, while China 
contends for the lives and prosperity of her 
people. The ruling motive with China is to 
repress opium by heavy taxation every- 
where, whereas with _England the manifest 
object is to make opium cheaper, ‘and thus 
increase and stimulate the demand in China. 

With motives and principles so radically 
opposite, it is not surprising’ that the dis- 
cussion at Cheefoo in 1876, has up to the 
present tine-been fruitless of good results. 
‘the whole-rocord of :this discussion shows 
that inducement aud: persuasion have been 
used in behalf of England to provent any. 
additional taxation of opium in China, and 
objections nade. to China exercising her 
undoubted right to regulate her own taxcs 
—at least, with regard to opium. 4 

T may take the opportunity to assert here, 
once for all, that the single aim of my 
Government in taxing opium will be in the 
future, as it has alwaya been in the past, to 
repress the trafic—never the desire to gain 
Fevenue from such a source. Hiiving failed 
to Kill a serpent, who would,be so rash’ 95 
to nurse it in his bosom? If it be thought 
that China-countenances the import for the 
‘revenue it brings, it should ‘be known: that 
amy Government will gladly cut off all auch 
revenue in order to stop the import of 
opium. -My Sovereign has never desired 
his empire to thrive upon the lives or in- 
firmities of his subjects. 

Tn discussing opium taxation a strango 
eoncern, approaching alarm, ‘has ‘been 
shown in behalf of China, lest she should 
sacrifice her revenue; and yet objection 
and protest are made against rates which 
cuuld be fixed for collection at the ports 
and in the interior. The Indian Govern- 
ment is in the background at every official 
discussion of the opium traffic, and every 
proposed arrangement must be forced: into 
a shape acceptable 
harmless to its revenues, ‘This is not as it 
should be. Each Government should be 
left free to deal with opium according to ite 
own lights. If China, out of compassion 
for her people, wishes to impose heavy taxes 
te disvountenance and repress the ‘use of. 
opium, the Indian Government bhould be 
equally free, if it see fit, to preserve its 
revenue by increasing the price of its opium 
us the demand for it diminishes in China, - 

‘The poppy is_covtuinly surreptitiously 
grown in ‘sonid “parts 6f China, notwith. 
standing the laws and. frequent Impofial 
edicts prohibiting its cultivation, Yet this 
unlawful cultivation no more. shows that 
the Government approves of it than other 
crimes. committed in the Empire’ by 
lawless subjects indicate appro by the 
Government of such crimes. In like manner 
the present insport. duty on opium was 
established, not from. choice, but because 
China submitted to the adverse decision of 
aris. The war must be considered as 
Chins’s-atanding protest against legalising 
such @ revenue.

‘This is fair enough 
some extent, but not altogether.”.."The s- 
pority--of Hongkon; should mean “chiefly. 
the. prospétity of English connection, 
of those Englishmen who mado the Colony, 
and to whose-enterprise its. present position 
is mainly. due.. It is. of course: gratifying 
to know that numbers of sther nationalities 
trade and proaper thers, ‘and that: many: 
Chinese have found it to their advan’ age to 
desert Canton and other places and estal lish: 
thoniselyes in the Colony. * But. when we 
hear of the prosperity of ongkong, it is of 
the fortunes of the Englishmen there’ that 
we naturally: think, . Now, puttin; aside 
those . proprictors of real estate. who are 
fortunate enough to realise at high prices, 
wo think we may say that English residents, 
generally, will not lerive ‘benefit from the 
fancy which many Chineso. now have for 
becoming landed proprietors in ‘Hongkong. 
Thus the recent trinsfer of a large part of 
the Colony to them will-not tend: to the 
ultimate prosperity of the place. But in 
the meantime people in Hongkong seem to 
be quite pleased. . The Governor, sing his 
well-practised strains of self-praise, for once 
the motley Chamber furnis! ed a sympa- 
thetic unanimous chorus, and the Press’ 
forgot to act down aught in malice. 

The objections to tho Chinese becoming 
possessed of a great power in Hongkong, 
apply with greater force to their becoming 
predominant—hero. "In the Colony the law 
of England will always prevail, but we live 
under & somewhat undetined and weak sys- 
tem, which is effective for good. government 
only so long asthe peopls of each nationality 
act fairly. together for the general good. 
Very considerable properties have been sold 
here to Chinese within the past year or 50. 
tis difficult to obtain trustworthy inform- 
‘ation on these matters, a3 much secrosy is 
often observed when property is sold ; but 
it is generally understoot that purchases by 
natives have been very. large, and that 
farthor transactions have been arranged, or 
are now under consideration. hinese 
cannot be registered at the British Con- 
sulate as proprietors of lands within the 
Settlement, nor does the British Consul

impressed with the- 


take official notice of sales of Innd by his 
count en to natives, We do not know 
what is done at other Consulates where 
lands are transferred in_ them to Chinese. 
The same effect may be given to such trans- 
fors as where one foreigner sells to another. 
But it is obvious that if the. British: Consul 
recognized ‘sales. of land to Chinese, and 
these continue, us they are protty sure to 
do, we shall have such a state of affairs here 
in a fow years as will make it absolutely 
necessary to abolish all existing Municipal, 
and other rules and regulations, and: to 
make sweeping changes in the Constitution 
of the Settlement. It is unlikely that 
Chinese , landed - proprietors, when their 
numbers have: so increased that they shall 
be able to. make their wishes’ heard with 
effect, will stand aside and Jeave the, 
management. of _ affairs in which they 
will be so greatly interested to foreigners. 
Especially, if such an anomaly is allowed to 
continue, as that some half-dozen land and 
house agents should virtually possess » con- 
trolling power in Municipal matters. The 
Chinese are certain to insist. on having 
votes, and there is no valid objection that 
wecan sce to their getting them, which 
eould be effectively offered: by an elective 
body which possesses power solely from 
owning Teal estate of o certain yearly value. 
Our franchise is one ‘of ‘property only. If 
it continues aa at’ present, or is only modi- 
fied as to the extent of the qualification, it 
will be impossible to refuse a share in the 
management of Municipal affairs to Chinese 
proprietors and, tenants. Tustice will re- 
uire that ‘they ‘shall be admitted to the 
franchise, and that will mean that the con- 
trolling power shall rest in’ them. There 
are not many, we should hope, even among 
the most cosmopolitan, who. would wish to
